But  wc  would  Muuility  yei  eane'titly  represent  tu  Your  Majesty, 
that  the  CantUiution  thus  Dtttled,  and  our  just  title  to  the  rights  and 
bi'ni'litsni'wliich  is  recngnizi'd,  "nnd  guaranteed  to  lU  by  tlie  su- 
preme anthorily  of  a  pitwerful  and  senerous  nation,  under  tlie  auspi- 
res  of  ltd  most  illnttriuuM  ciiizeiifi,'*  has  t>ecu  acknowk'dged  in  theory, 
hut,  in  a  great  degree  denied  iu  piactice  ;  for  there  is  not  iww.  nci 
ther  tinj«  ihere  ever  tnen  In  this  province,  any  real  cotuiltutlonal 
eh'vk  ;ipon  the  natural  dlspOHidon  of  men  in  the  posaossion  of  pow- 
er, tn  prornoto  their  own  panlal  views  and  interests  at  the  expense 
of  Uie  hiieresis  of  the  ^reat  body  of  the  people. 

The  infanry  of  thn  country,  the  poverty  of  the  first  aettlerv,  the 
command  over  the  waste  lauds ,  and  the  civil  and  mihlary  expendi- 
tures derived  from  Bnalnnd,  left  all  the  power  in  the  hands  of  the

tiiih  rreednm ;  and  have  lelt  our  niinveiuatives  not  even 
nal  control  over  a  rc\'enue,  conijilii  aied  and  very  uniiaiUf 
cnunisoflhc  recetpu  and  ev|N>nditurH  nf  Mune  part  of 
parliully  submitted  to  their  liL-tpecilon  and  published  as  a 
terof  form.
